THE SINKING OF CAPTURED 
; VESSELS. 


THE RUSBTAN REGULATIONS. : 

The right of » Russian cruiser to. sink'a 
¢ uptured vessel without trial has been so gene- 
rally and emphatically questioned that it may be 
wel to set forth the Russian regulations on the 
subject. These regulations were communicated 
to the ‘British Government Jast March, and 
published in full by the Foreign Office in the 
Luidon Gazette on the 18th of that month, 
The following appears under. the rubric. 
“ Destruction of Captured Vessels “:-- 

In the following and other similar exceptional 
caiex, the commander of the Imperial cruiser 
hay the right to burn or sink the captured 
vesel. after taking ‘off the persons on board, 
‘and, if possible, the whole or part of the cargo, 
and also all papers and articles which may be 
necessary for the elucidation of the case in the 
Prize Court :—- : 

J.) When itis impossible to preserye the caup- 
tured vessel on account of her bad condition. —| 

(2.) When there is danger of the vessel being 
recaptured by the enemy. : 

(3.) When the captured vessel is of very little 
valua, and her conveyance would take too much 
time and entail teo great a consumption of coal, 

(£) When conveyance appeurs dificult in 
wueequence-of the distance or blockade of the 
yorts to which the vessel should be brought. 

(5.) When the conveyance may prevent tho 

succcas of operntions of war in which the Im- 
perial erniser is engaged, or expoxe her to 
danger. . 

: The commander should draw up a report, to 

) be signed by himself and all his officers, ex- 
plaining the circumstances which have induced 
him to destroy the captured vessel. He should 

rave the report to his superior officer by 
the first opportnnity. :
